Wilson 
branded as an “unjustlflahle distorta- 
tion of the truth** the speech of Sen­ 
ator Chamherlain. Democrat, of Ore­ 
gon, chairman of the military commit­ 
tee, in New York, Saturday night, as­ 
sailing the administration’s wor pol­ 
icy. 
Tlio president’s statement reads: 
^When 
the 
president’s 
attention 
was called to the speech made by 
Senator Chamherlain at a luncheon in 
New York on Saturday, ho immedi­ 
ately Inquired of Sf'nator Chamber- 
tlain whether he had been correctly 
reported and upon ascertaining from 
the senator that he had been, the 
president felt it his duty to make tho 
following statement: 
“Senator Chamberlain’s statement 
as to the present Inaction and inef- 
fectlvoness of the government is an 
astonishing 
and 
unjustifiable distor­ 
tion of tho truth. 
“As a matter of fart, the war de­ 
partment has performed a task of un­ 
paralleled magnitude 
and 
dlfliiculty 
with extraordinary 
promptness 
and 
eiilciency. 
“There has been delay and disai>- 
polntment and partial miscarriage's of 
plans, aW of which have been drawn 
Into the foreground and cixaggerate4 
by the investigations which have been 
tn progress since the congress assem­ 
bled—investigations which drew in­ 
dispensable officials of the department 
constantly away from their work and 
ofl^cers from their commands and con. 
tributed a great deal to such delay 
and 
confusion 
as 
had 
Inevitably 
arisen. 
“But the comparison with wh^t has 
been 
accomplished, 
these 
things, 
much as they were regretted, were 
Insignificant and no mistake has been 
made which has been repeated. Noth­ 
ing helpful or likely to speed or fa­ 
cilitate the war tasks of the govern­ 
ment has come out of such criticlam 
and investigation. 
"I understand that reorgan’zitlona 
by legislation are to be proposed—1 
have not been consulted about them, 
and have learned of them only kt sec­ 
ond hand—but 
their 
proposal came 
after effective measures of reorgani­ 
zation had been thoughtfully and ma­ 
turely perfected 
and, 
Inasmuch 
a« 
these measures have been the result 
of experience, they 
are 
much more 
likely than any others to be effective. 
If the congress will but remove the 
few statutory obstacles of rigid de­ 
partmental organization which stand 
in their way. 
“The legislative proposals I have 
heard of would involve long additional 
deilays and turn our experiences Into 
mere lost motion, 
'‘My association and constant con­ 
ferences with the secretary of war 
have taught me to regard him as one 
of the ablest public officials I have 
over known. 
The country will soea 
learn whether he or his critics under­ 
stand the business in hand. 
“To add to, as Senator Chamberlain 
did. that there Is inefficiency in every 
department and bureau of the govern­ 
ment, is to show such ignorance of 
actual conditions as to make it ins* 
poGsible to attach any Importance to 
his statement, 
'*I am bound to Infer that that state, 
ment sprang out of opposition to the 
administration’s whole policy rather 
than out of any serious intention to 
reform its practice.” 
Replying to the president, Senator 
Chamberlain said: 
“My argument was directed to the 
military establishment and not to the 
general 
government. 
Those 
who 
heard me know that, 
“I had no prepared speech and did 
not speak from notes. 
J delivered an 
extemporaneous address to the people 
there, expilainlng that since Bunker 
Hill we virtually had no military or­ 
ganization or policy.

subject from that viewpoint for twen­ 
ty minutes. 
'T said tho senate military commit­ 
tee bad tried to correct the eviils by 
the Introduction of the two new bills. 
One written*by me is the director of 
munitions bill. The other, written by 
a subcommittee.

The best producers usually 


have large combs, a high tail, and a 
prominent, large, bright eye. Prefer 
the wedge shape, rather narrow in 
front but wide behind, and wide be- 
tween the legs. A hen inclined to be 
squirrel-tailed is the best layer. 


Not always the largest hen Is the 


best layer; generally the smallest one. 


The heavy laying hens are those 


with w;hite legs. 


A tight-feathered bird is a better 


la.ier than a loot,e-feathered one. 


A hen that does not lay well in win- 


ter should not be used.

An egg-laying strain cannot bo pro­ 
duced by inbreeding. 
In order for a 
lien to be a good producer, Tom Bar­ 
ron writes, sho mu>3t be In good health 
and full of vigor. 
Use a male that w’as 
bred from a hen that laid 200 eggs or 
more in a year. Breed for high aver­ 
ages Instead of exceptionally high in­ 
dividuals. A good layer usually stands 
high In front and her back Is not on 
a level, or the rear higher than the 
front. 
The best producers usually 
have large combs, a high tail, and a 
prominent, large, bright eye. Prefer 
the \vedge shape, rather narrow in 
front but wide behind, and wide be­ 
tween the legs. A hen Inclined to be 
squirrel-tailed is the .best layer. 
Not always the largest hen Is the 
f)est layer; generally the smallest one. 
The heavy laying hens are those 
with \v^ite legs. 
A tight-feathered bird is a better 
layer than a loose-feathered one. 
A hen that does not lay woll in win­ 
ter should not be used. 
As a rule, the first pullets of a brood 
to begia laying make the best layers, 
and the first cockerels to crow nsual- 
ty make the best breeders for egg pro­ 
duction. 
The laying hen is usually nervous 
and active, according to H. A. Mc- 
Keene; she has a strong appetite, evi­ 
denced by a full crop at night; she 
is the last to retire at night and the 
first to be about in the morning; she 
Is also late to molt in the fall; she is 
tllstinguished by width and depth of 
abdomen; the comb is usually large 
and the eye bright. 
Professor Kem. says that an exarj- 
Ination of the earlobe is considered to 
be almost infallible. A chalky white 
earlobe indicates that a bird is laying 
heavily, whereas a cream-colored one 
shows that the bird Is laying moder­ 
ately, has just started or has Just stop­ 
ped, A milk-colored earlobe shows that 
the hen has laid slightly or has stop­ 
ped laying. A very yellow or dark ear­ 
lobe indicates that the hen has not laid 
at all. An extremely wiilte earlobe al­ 
so may mean very low vitality. The 
more velvety the texture of the hen’s 
comb the better her health, and it Is 
almost ascertain sign that she is lay­ 
ing heavily.

health. 
Not only the medical profes 
Sion, but now the general public, ap 
predates that In the cure of tubercu­ 
losis of the lungs fresh air is essential 
and, therefore, all our best hospitals 
are built and managed so that the pa­ 
tients may receive the maximum oi 
fresh air. 
Purity of air is necessary for the 
sick. 
This is often lost sight of bj 
patients and those to whose care they 
are Intrusted. 
During convalescence 
of patients from acute diseases in cola 
weather, we find in homes and hospi* 
tals where there are the greatest lux­ 
uries that those In attendance on the 
sick often .neglect maintaining the reg­ 
ulation temperature. 
Physicians, in­ 
ternes and nurses, w^ho have to be up 
and down at all times of the day ano 
night, and often fall to dress them­ 
selves 
sufilclently 
for 
protection 
against the cold air that the patient In 
bed should receive If those in charge 
are to get the best results.

should measure the temperature of the 
room by a thermometer and not bÿ 
their ow’n feelings.

Variety in Put-Up Lunchcc. 
The problem of school lunches for 
the mother who has this dally routine 
is one which needs study and plan­ 
ning. 
The sandwich, however good, 
attractive and in what variety, is not 
the whole idea of food for the lunch 
basket. 
The usual hard-boiled egg 
which is so frequent in the lunch, 
might be replaced by a cooked egg, 
finely chopped and w^eil seasoned, put 
Into a small jar with a screw cover. 
Other edibles of soft nature might be 
served In the same manner, such as 
potato or other salads, a little fresh 
fruit in season, canned fruit, apple 
sauce cranberry or various custards. 
CofTeo or lemon Jelly Is a great fa­ 
vorite and individual cakes are more 
Inviting and dainty than sliced from 
a loaf. When possible in school, espe* 
dally in cool weather, a hot drink like 
cocoa, hot milk or a steaming hot soup 
is most satisfying. 


Barley Sponge Cake. 
Separate the wliites from th e yolks 
of four eggs. 
Beat the yolks and a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice and a 
cupful of sugar, a pinch of salt and a 
cupful of barley flour. 
Fold in the 
whites of the eggs and bake in a Blow 
O'en. 


8plce Barley Cake. 
Take a half cupful of shortening, a 
cupful of sugar, a cupful of sour milk, 
a teaspoonfui each of cloves, cinna­ 
mon, n u tm t^ ^ n d allspice, one egg, a 
fourth of a cupful of sliced citron, 
cupfuls of barley flour, three teaspoon* 
fuls of baking powder, a half teaspoon­ 
ful of soda, dissolved in the sour milk, 
a cupful of raisins and two tablespoon­ 
fuls of molasses. Mix all together and 
bake in a moderate oven. 


Barley Doughnuts. 
Take a cupful of milk, a cupful of 
sugar, tw’O eggs, four tablespoonfuls 
of melted shortening, a half teaspoon­ 
ful of salt, a fourth of a teaspoontu) 
of various si>ices, three teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder added to two cupfuls 
of barley flo\ir, using xuore to mix and 
roll out, about five cupfuls in all, Fry 
in deep fat as usual. 
Sprinkle with 
powdered sugar wid serve. 


Arsenic Industry Controlled. 
With the idea of further conserving 
the nation’s food supply by protect­ 
ing it from insect ravages, President 
Wilson, In a proclamation, has placed 
the arsenic industry of the United 
States under direction of the food ad­ 
ministration. 
The president’s action 
comes in answer to a threatened short­ 
age in the supply of arsenical insecti­ 
cides, which are the farmer’s chief pro­ 
tection for his crops against the on­ 
slaught of “biting insects.” 


Prices of Monlceys Soaring. 
AVho would think that the European 
war would have anything to do with 
the price of monke5\s? Well, It does, 
and a great deal, too, says the Popular 
Science Monthly. Tho price of monkeys 
has gone up with food, paper, shoes, 
etc., to the despair of the pathologist 
and to the sorrow of the hurdy-gurdy 
man.

AVith the American Army In France,— 
Tho “graduation exercises” of the large 
bayonet school wore watched by sev­ 
eral generals and their stafls. 
Tho 
who had been trained In the Brit­ 
ish system by British Instructors, gave 
a demonstration of energy, speed and 
aceuraey which was truly American. 
They are ready to go over the top. 
A British sergeant major put the 
men through the drill so vigorously that 
more than one man was hurt. But thi ir 
wounds were not serious. The instruc­ 
tor himself so narrowly escaped a bay* 
onet point that his tunic >vas cut. 
“Now, then,” the sergeant would say, 
holding a heavy, long stick In his hand, 
“when I k'll you men io turn, try to 
get the point to mo. Now, turn I Yeah! 
Yeah I 
Give •'em hell! 
That’s good!” 


They ^'Go Over the Top." 
Tho Americans worked like football 
players, every nerve and every har­ 
dened muscle straining. The sergeant, 
by reason of long practice, was able 
to ward off some thrusts with tho 
point or butt, but from many ho had 
to jump.” 
Even more vigor was shown by tho 
men as they occupied the trench lino 
and, with their ofllrers, went over the 
top in a charge. The operations began 
by firing from the trench at tho dum­ 
mies in the enemy trenches. 
Some of 
the men made perfect scores, while 
only three of tho whole class fell be­ 
low 80 in a possible 100. 
The men \vent furiously at tho 
charge, in’ged on by the most emphatic 
language that a British sergeant major 
might bo credited Avith having at hia 
command. 
He shouted to his men: 
“(Jive It to ’em—In the heart. In the 
throat! That’s the way. If you don’t 
get them they’ll get you ! On y(mr toes 
all the time ! 
Quick! Quick 1 Quick !” 
The nrging w’as unnecessary. 
The 
;men knew what to do and did it, and 
they were so v/ell trained that orders 
were anticipated. 
The French and British oflicers were 
enthusiastic, especially at the speed 
and energy of tho Americans. 
Some 
of the graduates will be sent immedi­ 
ately to newly arrived units as Instruc­ 
tors. 
Training New Contingent. 
A division of American troops, re­ 
cently arrived In France, will begin, 
regimental maneuvers at once and 
will be trained in barrage fire, the 
American artillery w^orking with Amer­ 
ican aviators, llie site picked for the 
practice Is rolling ground. 
The artillery will lay a barrage np 
to the first objective, over theoretical 
German trenches. 
The Infantry, fo l-. 
lowing up the fire, will occupy th e ' 
trenches and then execute a flank 
movement. 
The signal corps will get the benefit 
of the maneuvers, for they will be car­ 
ried out as if an actual attack were 
V-iinir launched. 


Washington.—The nows that many 
American babies are now going with­ 
out milk because of Its high price is 
a matter of grave alarm to the United 
States children’s bureau. 
“Milk is one food that all young 
children must have if they are to be 
strong and healthy,” the bureau warns. 
“Whole milk Is rich In the elements 
without 
which 
tho 
child’s 
growth 
ceases and his health is impaired; in­ 
deed, there is no food wlilch can sup­ 
ply as well the needs of tho growing 
child. 
There Is 
no substitute for 
milk in the diet of babies and young 
children.” 
Undernourishment, 
especially 
in 
childhood. Is the basis of many evils. 
Sometimes when the brain cells are 
starved it results in feebleminded­ 
ness; it is conducive to tuberculosis, 
to weak muscles and weak c4iaracter. 
It Is the leading cause of inefllclency. 
Occasionally tho absence of milk Is 
due to Ignorance—the family falls to 
realize Its Importance In the Infant’s 
diet. 
Usually the family simply can’t 
afford it. 
Wages are higher, but tho 
price of foodstuffs manage to keep a 
little ahead of them. 
Few workmen, 
even earning a comparatively high 
wage, can afford to pay $7 a month 
for milk f(U' four children. 
Yet $9 
would buy only a pint of milk a day, 
for each of these children. 
Under 
these 
circumstances 
child 
welfare workers are hoping that tho 
government itself will step in and see 
that American babies and children re­ 
ceive the proper amount of milk. Amer­ 
ican men are leaving by the thousands 
to fight and protect their women and 
children, but of what avail is It if in 
the meantime the children are allowed 
to starve at home?

Goats’ Milk Is Favored. 
Everyone who is a t all acquainteO 
with the milk goat knows of the value 
of the milk for infants* and invalids’ ' 
use—one of the first points about the 
milk goat that presents itself, asserts 
a writer. The goat is practically freo 
from tuberculosis. 
According to the 
annual reports of the bureau of animal 
industry (U. S.), covering federal in­ 
spection of animals slaughtered for 
food, there were inspected during the 
eight years, 1907 to 1914, inclusive, 
579,017 goats, of which not a single 
animal was condemned for tubercu­ 
losis. 
This fact alone should be the 
strongest argument in favor of the 
milk of the goat. The cream globules 
of the milk of the goat are smaller 
than tliose of cows* milk, and because 
of this milk being condensed the cream 
globules are contained in a more per­ 
fect state of emulsion than the cow’s 
milk. 
An argument In favor of ster­ 
ilized milk is that authorities agree it 


From tlie earliest time of papncj, 
popes, as the religious heads of the 
Catholic church, have considered it 
their task to intercede as mediators 
in temporal disputes, observes a his­ 
torian. Following are a few Instances; 
As early as 400, when Alarle I de­ 
clared he would withdraw from Homo 
only on condition that the Komans 
should arrange a peace favorable t^ 
him, S. Innocent I went with an em­ 
bassy of the Romans to Emperor Hon^ 
erius, at Ilavenna, to try, If possible, 
to make peace with him and the Goths, 
but failed in his endeavors to bring 
about peace. 
More successful was 
Gregory I, who played the same part 
on the occasion of the invasion of Italy 
by the Lombards, Owing to his friend­ 
ship with the Lombardian queen Theu- 
dullnda, he actually mediated a favor­ 
able peace. AVhen northern Italy was 
devastated by Attlla the venerable 
bishop of Rome, Leo I—the first of the 
great popes—by a personal encoimter 
with the king of the lluus, prevented 
him from marching upon Rome, 
He 
wont In 4f)2 to upper Italy, and met 
Attila at Minclo, lu the vicinity of 
Mantua, obtaining from him the prom­ 
ise that he would withdraw from Italy 
and negotiate peace witli the emperor. 
This pope also succcedtnl in obtaining 
another favor for the inhabitants of 
¡ítome. When in 
the city was cap- 
Tured by the Vandals under Geneserlc, 
the “scourge of God,'” Leo’s interces- 
i^'ion obtained a promise that the city 
r.hould not be Injured and the lives of 
Uie inhabitants should be spared. 
Another poiK% BentHlict the Twelfth, 
M'ho from 1334 to 1342 occupied the 
Jioly see, was as unsuccessful as a 
joodiator as tlio present supreme pon­ 
tiff. At that time Charles IV of France 
Inxd died without lo^nving an heir, and 
^vhen his cousin, Philip VI, put the 
rrown on his head, iiis right to do so 
was -contested by Edward III of Eng­ 
land. 
Benedict XII, who wanted to 
mediate, was not listened to, and tliere 
ensued hostilities lasting, with some 
interruptions, for a liundred years. 
The popes mediated successfully be­ 
tween Christian opponents in cases 
where it was important to unite them 
in the common cause of Christianity 
against Turkey. 
Pope Gregory (1271-1270), for the 
sake of a crusade against the Turks, 
worked indelatigably upon a recon­ 
ciliation of the princes in Italy and 
Germany, and Paul III (1534-1549), 
nearly threo conturies later, tried to 
prevent a war between Spain and 
Franco. 
Clement IX aided Venice 
against the Turks by media.tlng tho 
peace between Louis XIV and Spain, 
etc.

Inadequate Supply of Heat Ex- 


pected to Cause Much 


Suffering. 


NOW THE ENEMY STANDS 


People Have Leu to Eat This Winter 


Than Last, Is Belief—Two Fodder 


Discoveries—Disaffection 


in Austria. 


London.—Europe is going to lead 


the simple life this winter and for a 
long time thereafter. 
There is not a 


country that does not now realize the 
real danger of extreme food shortage. 


But food shortage is not the only or 


In most cases the worst of the men- 
aces. The nations face and realize as 
never before the exhaustion of all nec- 
essary supplies. Although food will be 
scarce in all countries, whether bellig- 
erent or neutral, it is doubtful whether 
that will impose as much hardship on 
people as the shortage of fuel, writes 
Judson C. tWilliver in the New York 
Sun. 


In Europe's climate food is fuel to 


the body quite as much as it is nour- 
ishment. 
Sharply restricted supplies 


of food, and that of a doubtful qual- 
ity and poor variety, might toe endured 
if there were plenty of fuel. 
It is 


when the supply of fuel, both outside 
and inside, falls below the necessities 
of physical effort that people begin 
to suffer. 


Europe has neither carbon for its 


food nor carbon for its fireplaces, and 
in some respects the northern neutrals 
are even worse off than the belliger 
ents. 
Rations of important food nec- 


essaries have been reduced by some of 
them even below the amounts allowed 
i 


in Germany. 
England is by far the j 


best supplied country in the matter of 
food, and the authorities are making 
desperate efforts to make the popula- i 
lion, realize that rationing will scon 
i 


be compulsory unless food consump- 
tion is considerably reduced. The food 
authorities luno announced a policy 
of accumulating sufficient reseiwe to 
feed the country lor three months, 
even if no imports shall be rocehed 
during this time. 


Question of Shipping, 


lu the case of England it is entirely 


a question of shipping. 
Big .stocks of 


food have been gathered in Australia, 
New Zealand, Canada and elsewhere, 
but there are no ships to bring them 
here. England is probably better situ- 
uted in the matter of coat supplies 
than any other country, but must di- 
vide with its allies. France a.id Italy, i 
and so far as possible some, of the ueu- ' 
tralf hope to be taken cure of from the 
English mines. 


The German feod situation is puz- 


zling. Apparently the authorities are 
not nearly so confident aboat it as they 
would like the public.to believe. The 
year's harvest turned out more sat- 
isfactory than seemed probable dur- 
ing the period of droughts and hail- 
storms in midsummer, but on the oth- 
er hand n"-ir\e-, wae henMi\ eYawn 
upon before the haivest of 1917 was 
gathered.

The relation of the general economic 


breakdown to agriculture Is Indicated 
in both England and Germany by mat- 
ters affecting the supply of agricultural 
machinery. 
In Germany there is a 


most serious shortage of all kinds of 
agricultural tools and machines, be- 
cause the old ones have worn out and 
there is neither metal nor manufactur- 
ing capacity to provide new ones. 


In England the complaint particular- 


ly concerns the supply of motor plows. 
The government long ago promised 
that thousands of these would be fur- 
nished in time to put a greatly in- 
creased acreage in cereals under culti- 
vation in 1918. 
Now when the fall 


plowing season is on it develops that 
want of shipping or other reasons have 
prevented the delive'-y of anything like 
an adequate number of these ma- 
chines. 


A Dresden physician who is quoted 


as an authority, has recently dis- 
cussed the German food situation as 
regards the requirements and supplies 
of various classes of consumers. He

So from many Gc>rm;>n authori- 


ties comes the warning that despite a 
big yield of tubers the coming winter 
Is likely to soe conditions quite as bad 
regarding them, and woise as to many 
other things than last winter. 


Ominous Suggestion. 


The ominous suggestion is made by 


some of the German food authorities 
that It will not do to be too free with 
potatoes, because later it w ilf be neces- 
sary to mix more potato flour with ce- 
real flour to stretch the supply. Also • 
as there was a short crop of fodder 
throughout the country potatoes are 
likely to be required to feed domestic 
animals. 


The fear of such an event has caused 


widespread demand that more hogs be 
slaughtered that they may not require 
to be fed with potatoes that the peo- 
ple will need.

Is Both Novel and Nutritious

Cowpea bread, made from fresh green cow-peas, is still a nov- 


elty to many. This bread is not only wholesome and nutritious, 
but it also has a very agreeable flavor and a delicate green color 
•which permits its ts^ for dainty sandwiches when prepared with a 
filling of soft white cheese or a lettuce leaf and a bit of mayonnaise. 


Like i;ther legumes the cowpea furnishes considerable protein, 


so essenUii in our diet. It also contains valuable mineral salts 
which Are also of benefit to the human system. 


(Jsed in bread the cowpea serves as a wheat flour substitute, 


hei'.-e helps to conserve wheat. Moreover, in districts where these 
pas are grown, this should prove an economical kind of bread. 


Boil the cowpeas in the pods from one to two hours. When 


sufficiently cooled, shell them and put the peas through a meat 
grinder or vegetable press. For each loaf of bread take one cupful 
mashed cowpeas,-one teaspoonful salt, one tablespoonful sugar, and 
mix thoroughly. For every loaf allow one-fourth cake yeast and 
two-thirds cupful lukewarm water (or one-eighth cupful liquid 
yeast and about one-half cupful water). Mix yeast and water and 
add to the cowpeas. Blend with this one cupful of sifted flour, 
cover and let rise until quite light. Work in additional flour, about 
iy2 cupfuls per loaf, until of the proper consistency. Knead until 
smooth,, cover and allow to rise again. When light, mold; place 
in greased pans; let rise until two or two and one-half times its 
bulk; bake fifty to sixty minutes in a moderate oven.

The situation has long been bad, and

There Is constant and increasing con-

Municipal Forests Being 


Established in Maryland 


In Maryland municipal forests are 


being established with professional aic 
from the state. In other eastern states 
towns and cities are acquiring smal 
municipal forests to serve for water 
shed protection or for recreation. The 
times seems fast approaching, notes a 
writer, when cities and counties as 
well as states and the federal govern- 
ment will very generally establish pub- 
lic forests for the growing of timber 
and for providing employment and uti- 
lizing land unfit for agriculture. 


Forestry involves so long a time in 


maturing the crop that, while reason- 
ably profitable, private funds or indi- 
viduals are not often attracted. 
For- 


estry seems destined to remain largely 
a governmental institution, although 
under special conditions and in certain 
sections of the country private funds 
are being profitably employed in grow- 
ing umber. 


While Uncle Sam's soldiers have 


been traveling to camps and canton- 
ments all over the country, the Red 
Cross has been busy proving that the 
boys in khaki never lack friends no 
matter where they go. 


More than a thousand chapters have 


organized "refreshment units," which 
make a business of serving light re- 
freshments—coffee, 
sandwiches, and 


the like—at the railroad stations in 
their home towns when, the troop 
trains go through. 


Many chapters al<-o stamp and mail 


letters and post cards for the soldiers, 
and send off their telegrams. 


In a town of less than 15,000 people 


in Iowa, the Bed Cross chapter served 
light refreshments to over 3,500 men 
in about two weeks' times. Twenty- 
four hundred homemade cookies and 
ten bushels of apples were donated for 
use in a single day. 


When the selective draft men left 


the town every man took a pound box 
of candy, made by someone of his 
neighbors, with him. For another de- 
tachment, the Red Cross loaded the 
cook cor with enough sweet corn, ap- 
ples and tomatoes for two meals for 
the -whole trainful of soldiers. 


During one full day of 24 hours (for 


the chapters are ready night and day) 
the Red Cross canteen workers served 
homemade apple pie to 1,142 men, and 
every man got a quarter of a pie! 


Fresh Fruits Beneficial 


and Aid in Making Other 


Foods Far More Efficient 


Ih the campaign for food conserve 


Won, the government advocates tha 
consumption of perishable products, 
and tbs use of larger amounts of fresh 
fruits. The old expression "An apple 
a day will keep the doctor away" might 
well become the slogan of a greater 
number of people than ever before, 
writes a state agriculturist. 


The general healthfulness of such 


fruits is well known but they have not 
been used as widely in tbe past as they 
should. 
Their beneficial properties 


stimulate the appetite and aid diges- 
tion and while possessing only small 
nutritive value are a necessary part' 
of every diet. Too many people are 
prone to consider fruits as luxuries 
rather than necessities. Growing chil- 
dren often crave fruits of different 
kinds, and no doubt would be benefited- 
by more of them, but their Barents, 
feeling that they are luxuries, fail to 
provide them. 


Many fresh fruits such as apples, 


oranges and grapes, may be obtained 
at reasonable prices, and there is lit- 
tle doubt but that larger amounts of 
such fruits nijd smaller amounts of 
some other foods as meats and pas- 
tries, would benefit a great number of 
people. 


In addition to their other good qual- 


ities, fresh fruits are said to "make 
other foods more efficient," something 
that is worth while considering.

London.—Ewroini Is going to lend 
the simple life this winter nod for n 
long time thereafter. There is not a 
country that does not now reuliz^e the 
re«l danger of extreme food shortage. 
But food shortage is not the only or 
in most oases the worst of the men­ 
aces. The nations face and reallxe as 
never before the exhaustion of all nec­ 
essary supplies. Although food will be 
scarce In all countries, whether bellig­ 
erent or neutral, it is doubtful whether 
Umt will impose as much hardship on 
people as the shortage of fuel, writes 
Judson G. ^Williver In the New York 
Sun. 
In Europe’s climate food is fuel to 
the body quite as much as It Is nour­ 
ishment. 
Sharply restricted supplies 
of food, and that of a doubtful qual­ 
ity and poor variety, might be endured 
if there were plenty of fuel. 
It Is 
when the supply of fuel, both outside 
and Inside, falls below the necessities 
of physical eiTort tlmt people begin 
to suiter. 
Europe has neither carbon for its 
food nor carbon for its Uroplaces, and 
in some respects the norlliern neutrals 
are even w»orse off than tlie belliger­ 
ents. 
Rations of important food nec­ 
essaries have been redticed by some of 
them even below the amounts allowed 
in Germany. 
England Is by far the 
best supplied country in the matter of 
food, and the authorities are making 
desperate efforts to make the popula- i 
lion, realize that rationing will söon 
be compulsory unless food consump­ 
tion is considerably reduced. The food 
authorities have announced a policy 
of accumulating suiiicient reserve to 
feed the country for three months, 
even if no imports shall be roceived 
during this time. 
Question of Shipping. 
In the case of lingland it is entirely 
a question of shipping. 
Big stocks of 
food have been gatliercd in Australia, 
New Zealand, Canada and elsewhere, 
hut there are *no ships to bring them 
here. England is probably better sltu- 
uted in the matter of coal »upplies 
vhan any other country, but must di­ 
vide with its allies, France and Italy. \ 
and so far as possible some of the neu­ 
trals hope to be taken care of from the 
English mines. 
"J'he German food situation Is puz­ 
zling. 
Apparently the authorities are 
not nearly so confident about it as tliey 
would like the public^to believe. The 
year’s harvest turned out more isat- 
isfactory than seemed probable dur­ 
ing the period of droughts and hail­ 
storms In midsummer, but on tlie oth­ 
er hand reserves wore heavily (h'awn 
upon before the harvest -of 1917 was 
gathered. Iweserves, indeed, may fair­ 
ly be said to have disappeared. 
The carefully cultivated oillclal un­ 
derstanding in Germany is that there 
will be a better food sui)ply this win­ 
ter than last. The speclllc statements 
Justifying this expectallon are highly 
unsatisfactory. 
The Munich liledlcal 
union has declared that there will be 
less food, except potatoes, this win­ 
ter than Inst. 
Throughout Germany 
there is apparently a pretty general 
belief tliat this is true, and wide- 
sj/read demand is voiced for an in­ 
crease in the allowance of potatoes. 
In Germany, as in England, the im­ 
mediate result of the harvest was a 
great increase in the marketing of po­ 
tatoes with the consequeneo that in 
many places there were not storage 
facilities to take care of them. The 
fear Is expressed tiiat a ni# Inconsider­ 
able portion of the potato yield will be 
wasted, partly because of overconsump­ 
tion in tiie agricultural areas and part­ 
ly from inadequacy of storage facili­ 
ties. 
So from many German authori­ 
ties comes the warning tfiat despite a 
big yield of tubers the coming winter 
Is likely to see conditions quite as bad 
regarding them, and worse as to many 
other things than last winter. 
OminouG Suggeetion. 
The ominous suggestion is made by 
some of the German food authorities 
that It will not do to be too free with 
potatoes, because Jater It wilf be neces­ 
sary to mix more potato Hour with ce­ 
real ilour to stretch the sujjply. Also 
as there was a short crop of fodder 
throughout the country potatoes are 
likely to be requir^id to feed domestic 
animals. 
The fear of such an event has caused 
widespread demand that more hogs be 
slaughtered that they may not require 
to be fed with potatoes that the peo­ 
ple W’ill need. 
The number of hogs 
In the country has been increasing this 
year, and the fact gives concern be­ 
cause tiie pig is an active competitor 
Df a munition worlcer or anybody else 
In the matter of food requirements. 
German authorities Juive determined 
that beyond providlnga moderatemeat 
ration the transmutation of vegetable 
into animal food is a 
ivasteful p^'ocess. So there is an effort 
to induce ftinners nnd village dwell­ 
ers to restrict tJie nujuber of hugs 
gcd cattle to the point where it wilJ 


bo just possible to raise the absolutely 
necessary meat ration. 
The relation of the general economic 
breakdown to agriculture Is indicated 
in both England and Germany by mat­ 
ters affecting the supply of agricultural 
machinery. 
In Germany there Is a 
most serious shortage of all kinds of 
agricultural tools and machines, be­ 
cause the old ones have worn out and 
there is neither metal nor manufactur­ 
ing capacity to provide new ones. 
In England the complaint particular­ 
ly concerns the supply of motor plows. 
The government long ago promised 
that tliousands of these would be fur­ 
nished In time to put a greatly In- 
creastHl acreage In cereals under culti­ 
vation In 1918. 
Now when the fall 
plowing season is on It develops that 
want of shipping or other reasons hnve 
prevented the dellve»‘y of anything like 
an adequate number of these ma­ 
chines. 
A Dresden physician who is quoted 
as an authority, has recently dis­ 
cussed the German food situation as 
regards the requirements and supplies 
of various classes of consumers. He 
finds 
that 
children 
up 
to 
eight 
years of age are receiving a reason­ 
ably 
satisfactory 
ration, 
but 
the 
amount allowed to those from eight to 
eighteen Is utterly Insuilicknit and that 
the shortage seriously threatens the 
physical vitality of the next genera­ 
tion. 
Some of the German jurisdictions 
have recently announced that newly

double food allowance for the first six 
weeks of their married life!

where provision has been made to 
double the food allowances of nursing 
and expectant mothers. 
The effort to find fodder for’animals 
has started the professors on many 
investigations and inquiries. 
Doctor 
iJegen. director of the seed testing sta­ 
tion in Budapest, chilms to have dis­ 
covered two valuable articles of fod­ 
der. He writes: 
‘‘The searush (Bolboschaenus marl- 
tlmus) was known, as regards the part 
above ground, as a fodder equal In 
value to straw. 
Recent experiments 
have, however, shown that the tubers 
growing on the roots underground are 
far jnore valuable. 
They come very 
near to the horse chestnut in the 
amount of raw protein, raw fat and 
starch contents, without tiie bitterness. 
If they are used for the manufacture 
of spirits the wash, either wet or 
dried, can also be used for fodder. 
“The pond bullrush (Hchatmoplec- 
tus lacustris) also contains a valu­ 
able underground organ. The horizon­ 
tal roots, containing a great quantity 
ol starch, form a good concentrated 
fodder. 
If used in distilleries the 
wash Is not so valuable as that from 
the searush. 
J3ut in a time of need 
It Is a raw material that can be used 
for various purposes.^' 
Milk famine confronts all Europe. 
The situation has long been bad, and 
grows 
steadily 
worse 
everywliere. 
There is constant and increasing con- 
illct between the various state and mu­ 
nicipal authorities dealing with tl)e i 
fuod question throughout Genaany. In 
fiiis regard the German situation is 
jnuch niore coinpllcated and dillicuit 
dangerously to Jiandle tJjan the English. 
TJie state and municlx^al govern­ 
ments in Germany are very je alous of 
their authority in their respective ju­ 
risdictions^ and tlie federal au:horlties 


dftre iiot or cannot impose unlver^^at 
regulations upon them. In Saxony ar^ 
rangements have been made to reinn 
burse farmers who would Import fron^ 
other states cows and heifers in calf. 
Farmers making such purchases will 
receive a premium of 20 
cent ofi 
the price paid, not to exceed 300 
marks. 
This arrangement has caused 
viuient complaint because the prices 
of butter and milk are already fear­ 
fully high and the» consumers complain 
that the farmers «ire making Immense 
profits from producing them. 
From Frankfurt comes the report 
that at present milk deliveries In that 
city amount to about one-sixth those 
of peace times. 
Receipts scarcely suf­ 
fice to take care of the privileged cus­ 
tomers, Invalids, nursing and expect­ 
ant mothers, and so forth. 
A large 
share of what Is actually obtained Is 
pro(fficed by the municipal authorities 
from 
their 
municipal 
dairies 
and 
farms. It has been a vory expensive 
method, yet the situation la so bad 
that the town has decided to extend 
It still further. 
Gorman speaking Austria has long 
been jealous of the comparatively fa­ 
vorable food situation In Hungary, and 
recently the disaffection has become 
acute. It is charged tbat Hungary Is 
feeding herself bountifully and leaving 
the rest of the empire to shift as It 
can. 
For whatever Hungary is \^M1- 
Ing to send Into the German speaking 
regions outrageous prices are charged, 
and the subject has been discussed 
with painful frankness in the legisla­ 
tive bódles of both states. 
It was said that recently lard from 
Hungary had been sold In Austrlf. at 
nearly eight times the price It wónld 
have cost In Hungary, The same gen­ 
eral situation prevails as to many eth­ 
er Hungarian food supplies. 
The Hungarians complain with eqiial 
rancor that they are cliarged excessive 
prices for all manufactured articles 
produced in Austria. 
The two go'^- 
ornments have been trying to agree 
upon a general policy of leveling down 
I ho prices of both. But at this point 
they are confronted by the same dlfil- 
culty which has been so many times 
experienced In Germany; no system of 
price control will stretch Inadequate 
STjpplles to the point of adequacy. 
In Holland the state’s control is be­ 
ing extended to almost all food sup­ 
plies. 
There are indications that the 
rationing system is going to be estab­ 
lished before winter shall have far ad­ 
vanced. The use of fat and margarine 
by bakers and confectioners and by 
hotels, restaurants and clulw in pre- i 
* paring food has been prohibited. The ¡ 
I govcn-nment has guaranteed prices for 
I wheat, rye, oats, barley, etc. 
As to crops not available for food 
the areas that may be planted have ■ 
been strictly limited; in some cases i 
to not more than 40 or GO per cent of 
the plantings of normal years. A pre­ 
mium has been offered for increased

areas of land under the plow. 
The ; 
government is going to rc^J[ulsItlon the i 
entire crop of sugar beets, the factories < 
will convert them into sugcr, and this ;

Although Denmark Is, In proportion 
to area and population, one of the 
greatest agricultural producing and 
exporting countries in the world, it is 
now confronted with shortage of al­ 
most everything. 
The country’s out- | 
ter production has decreased alarming- ; 
ly, and there is a demand for ration- ! 
Ing. 
The government is undertaking • 
to subsidize the production of butter 
so as to reduce prices; that is, to ap­ 
ply to butter practically the same rule 
that was applied to bread in England. 
The English government is subsidizing 
bread to the extent of about $40,000,- 


Cowpea bread, made from fresh green cowpeas, is still á nov 
elty to many. This bread is not only wholesome and nutritious, 
but it also has a very agreeable flavor and a delicate green color 
which permits its us“. for dainty sandwiches when prepared with a 
filling of »oft whito cheese or a lettuce leaf and a bit of mayonnaise. 
Like father legumes the cowpea furnishes considerable protein, 
so essenyal in our diet. 
It also contains valuable mineral salts 
which Are also of benefit to the human system. 
Used in bread the cowpea serves as a wheat flour substitute, 
heivje helps to conserve wheat. Moreover, in districts where these 
are grown, this should prove an economical kind of bread. 
Boil the cowpeas in the pods from one to two hours. WTien 
suflSciently cooled, shell them and put the peas through a meat 
grinder or vegetable press- For each loaf of bread take one cupful 
mashed cowpeas,^ne teaspoonful salt, one tablespoonful sugar, and 
mix thoroughly. For every loaf allow one-fourth cake yeast and 
^ two-thirds cupful lukewarm water (or one-eighth cupful liquid 
yeast and about one-half cupful water). Mix yeast and water and 
add to the cowpeas. Blend with this one cupful of sifted flour, 
cover and let rise until quite light. Work in additional flour, about 
lyn cupfuls per loaf, until of the proper consistency. Kjiead until 
smooth, cover and allow to rise again. 'UHiien light, mold; place 
in greased pans; let rise until two or two and one-half times its 
bulk; bake fifty to sixty minutes in a moderate oven. 


Fresh Fruits Benenciai 
and Aid in Making Other 
Foods Far More Efficient 


Ih the campaign for food conserve 
tion, the government advocates th6 
consumption of perishable products, 
and the use of larger amounts of fresh 
fruits. The old expression “An apple 
a day will keep the doctor away” might 
well become the slogan of a greater 
number of people than ever before^ 
writes a state agriculturist. 
The general healthfulness of such 
fruits is well known but they have not 
been used as widely in the past as they* 
should. 
Their beneficial properties^ 
stimulate the appetite and aid diges­ 
tion and while possessing only small 
nutritive value are a necessary part 
of every diet. Too many people are 
prone to consider fruits as luxuries 
rather than necessities. Growing chil­ 
dren often crave fruits of different 
kinds, and no doubt would be benefited* 
by more of them, but their parents, 
feeling that they are luxuries, fall to 
provide them. 
Many fresh fruits such as apple«, 
oranges and grapes, may be obtained 
at reasonable prices, and there Is lit­ 
tle doubt but that larger amounts of 
such fruits niad smaller amounts of 
some other foods as meats and pas­ 
tries, would benefit a great number of 
people. 
In addition to their other good qual­ 
ities, fresh fruits are said to “make 
other foods more efilcient,” something 
that Is worth while considering. 


Mathematics a Powerful 
Factor in Our Material 
and Economic Progress 


Whatever may be said of mathe­ 
matics as a “whetstone of the wits” or 
as a mental discipline, the fact remains 
that the chief vitalizing factor of the 
subject is found in its practical uses. 
Historically speaking, observes S. L. 
Macdonald of the Colorado Agricul­ 
tural college, much of our advanced 
mathematics, as well as most of our 
elementary mathematics, sprang as a 
necessity out of very practical condi­ 
tions. 
' 
It has been remarked that “man 
measures and conquers,” and indus­ 
trially speaking we may safely aillrtn 
that man’s conquest depends very 
largely upon his ability to measure 
accurately. This task of measurement 
may be a problem in arithmetic, as the 
measurement of an excavation in 
terms of cubic yards or human hands 
or horse power or money, or the 
measurement may involve a more ad­ 
vanced knowledge, as the measure­ 
ment of the length of an elliptical 
curve, or of a cable swinging freely 
between two supports, Brooklyn bridge 
for example. And let it be emphasized 
that tills measurement Is not complete 
until it is expressed In terms of known 
vpnits tlmt would be useful in a build­ 
er’s bid or contract 
So mathematics, more than we real­ 
ize, is a powerful factor in our ma­ 
terial and economic progress.

Letter From Henry. 


Following are a few paragraphs cnUed 


from a letter from Henry J. Smith, Jr. 
Editor of the "Item" now located at El- 
lington Field, Houston, Texas, to his sis- 
ter Clara Feiser: 


Jan. 11, 1918. 


Dear "Sis" and All: 


Sunny South nuth- 


in'! Talk about your 20° below in "Penn- 
sy"—That has nothing on the weather 
we're having now in Texas! Hully gee! 
20° below up Ihere never went thru me 
the way this blizzard is biting down here. 


There's a marked difference! That's a 


fact! Down here in the Lone Star State 
the cold chillsjright to the bone, and ODB 
minds it much more than colder weather 
in the North. 1 experienced my first 
snow and ice in Texas this morniug: 
Uan't say but that I was glad to see some- 
thing that looked like home! I wrote 
"Dad" yegterd»y how 1 had been sitting 
on the flying field the day previous writ- 
ing a letter; and I added I'd give a mint 
for some real old fashioned winter weath 
er. And lo! it is here! But 1 guess it 
won't last long 
Usually, the days are 


pleasant here, with the nights very cold, 
last night, on retiring, my bunkie, Row- 
land, of New Rochelle, N. \*., complain 
ed how warm it was. This A. M , be, I, 
and everyone were nearly frozen stiff and 
so it goes in Texas! Early in Dec. I was 
nearly blown away in a rainstorm which 
struck Austin while I was on guard. I 
certainly pity some of the poor devils in 
tents in camp, improperly clothed nowa 
days. I tell you war is h—1, and we 
haven't got into the depths of it by any 
means. 


The blizzard has prevented all flying 


and classes for the day. Most of the fel- 
lov:s are gathered in the wash room—the 
warmest room—writing letters. Others 
are gathered around ttie big coal stove in 
the barracks. Still others are huddled 
beneath all the bed clothing they can 
find. I just emerged from four blanket?, 
two overcoats and my bathiobe, and now 
I'm wearing ray helmet, my red jersey; 
O D. shirt; two knit sweaters and a suit 
of heavy underclothing . It's cold, I tell 
you. I haven't been up for three days 
now, and I 'spect I'll have forgotten all 
I've ever learned of flying. Yesterday 
it rained, and the day before our instruc* 
tor failed to put in appearance 
We 


shan't fly tomorrow either, on account o£ 
the weather. We're scheduled regularly 
to fly on Sundays, and that spoils our 
week ends. I was twitched from a wheel 
to a stick control machine when I return- 
ed from ten days' pass, and I've been up 
four times since. The third time I had 
the controls on straight course and turns. 
The last time my instructor wouldn't let 
me have them alone; it was so very win- 
dy 
Only five machines were piled up 


(nobody hurt) on that day. My instruc- 
tor said he was scared himself on one of 
the turns, lest the "bird" should slip, It's 
mucb like driving an auto in the air, and 
you must get the proper bank in turning 
or off you slide; and then look out! Not 
everyone can feel the machine elide, and 
maybe I won't make an aviator, tho I 
hope I can learn. It's great sport, I don't 
feel scared at all up there. It's inten-st- 
ing to note the woods, fields, roads, 
streams and villages, and the Gulf over 
the way, far down below. Only a wing 
going bad can cause you real trouble and 
such a thing is rare. The "bird" will fly 
itself, when there's no bumpy ness nor air 
pockets 
It's landing that's difficult; and 


you know how it feels to go down in an 
elevator ! That's the way it feels on the 
first second of descent. 
Wow ! And how 


that old earth comes up to meet you ! 
Pushing forward on the stick noses the 
machine down; backward, up; to the 
right, lowers it the right, and vice versa 
It's thrilling in burnby weather, I tell 
you. Sometime? you think you're going 
over; then you think exerything has 
dropped out from under you (but of 
course you're strapped in); and then 
again you wouldn't trade for the be^t 
Packard car on the road ! This is the life!
